MoDOT is currently replacing the Buck O'Neil Bridge over
the Missouri River, which is directly adjacent to Relief
Well (RW) 48A and the floodwall. This new bridge
alignment would span directly over RW 48A and the
original proposed RW 48B location, interfering with
construction, abandonment of RW 48A, and any future
maintenance/pump testing on 48B. The proposed RW
48B was relocated to an area that is between the future
north and south bound lanes of the Buck O'Neil Bridge.
Due to safety both MoDOT and Massman-Clarkson
Construction determined it would be safest to complete
all 48B construction and abandonment prior to performing
construction overhead. Completion of this work is scoped
as shown for "Project Number 62210543 Rehabilitate
Relief Wells - Phase 3 Change Order 2" plans.
